New York, March 27.—[{Spectal.}—Uniess 
there should be some change in the plans 
ot District Attorney Jerome, George W. Per- 
kins will be arraigned before Magistrate Moss 
in the Tombs police court tomorrow morning 
on @ charge of larceny. 

The charge will be based on his testimony 
before the Armstrong committee, that while 
he was vice president of the New York Life 
insurance he paid in 1904 $48,702.50 to Cor- 
nellus N. Bliss, then treasurer of the re-. 
publican national campaign committee. as a 
Political contribution, and that he was reim- 
bursed by the company. 

No warrant was issued for Mr. Perkins 
today, nor for any one else connected with 
the insurance investigation, despite many 
conflicting reports, It ts understood that Mr. 
Perkins has been notified to be in court tomor- 
row morning and that he has promised to be 
there. A warrant will be issued by the magis- 
trate and formally served on Mr. Perkins. 

According to the present Plan it is expected 
that Mr. Perkins will waive ‘examination 


and there will be nothing for magtet 
to do but hold him.

Quick Decision on Legality Sure. 

It could not be learned who would represent 
Mr. Perkins in court. It was intimated that 
William Rand Jr., formerly Mr. Jerome’s 
chief of staff, might be his counsel. In any

Mr. Jerome spent most of today preparing 
the case to be presented to Magistrate Moss 
tomorrow. In the morning he had a confer- 
ence with Magistrate Moss and pretty soon 
Darwin P. Kingsley, vice president of the 
New York Life, and Ddmund . Randolph, 
treasurer of the company, appeared at the 
district attorney's office. It was announced 
that they had been sent for. Mr. Kingsley 
carried a big book carefully * m 
paper.

Finance Committee Responsible? 


It is understood that Mr. Jerome questioned 
Mr. Kingsley about the responsibility of the 
members of the finance committee for the 
payment of the $48,000 to Mr. Perkins. Mr. 


He identified Mr. Perkins’ 


when the payment was made. 
It was ascertained on pretty good authority 
that in his deposition Mr. Kingsley gave the 


tee and said that at an informal meeting of 
the committee, at which Mr. Perkins was 
present, the payment of the money was au- 
thorized. 

If that is so it is the first official acknowl- 
edgment that the members of the 
committee equally were responsible with 
John A. McCall for the payment of the 
money, although Mr. McCall went on the 
stand at the Armstrong committee hearing 
and assumed the entire responsibility. 

From what could be learned today the 
meeting at which the payment was author- 
ized was purely informal and no record was 
made in the minute book. It also was stated 
that some record of the company would show 
what the money was used for. The members 
of the finance committee for last year were 
Alexander E. Orr, John S. Kennedy, John 
Claflin, Woodbury Langdon, Edmund M. 
Randolph, and George W. Perkins. 


Officials Swear to Statements. 


Mr. Randolph was questioned by Mr. 
Jerome about the payment of the check to 
Mr. Perkins. When be and Mr. Kingsley 
made their statements they left the building, 
but returned in about an hour. Mr. Kingsley 
modified the phraseology of his statement. 
Then both Mr. Kingsley and Mr. Randolph 
went before Magistrate Moss and swore to 
their statements. 

It is understood that Mr. Perkins will be 
in the Tombs police court about 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. 

It was made apparent today that the insur- 
ance question has made a wide breach be- 
tween Mr. Jerome and Judge O’ Sullivan of 
General Sessions. It had been stated early 
in the day that Judge O'Sullivan would have

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RAW CHAUFFEUR HITS BABY, 


Lets His Car Run on the Sidewalk 
in Michigan Avenue. 


HELD IN BONDS OF $5,000. 


Little Raymond McDermott Seriously 
Hurt ; Mother Slightly. 


An automobile, driven by an tnexperienced, 
inefficient chauffeur, who had no Chicago 
license, struck and seriously injured a 1 year 
old child yesterday afternoon. Mrs. Frank 
MeDermott, 2481 Michigan avenue, and her 
sister, Miss Mary Coquelin, were wheeling 
Mrs. McDermott’s baby son, Raymond, along 
Michigan avenue, near Twenty-sixth street, 
when a ponderous car dashed over the curb 
and upon the sidewalk and crashed into the 
** gocart.”’ 

The child was crushed against the ground 
and the mother was thrown against a tree 
before the machine was stopped. Miss 
Coquelin was knocked down but was not 
hurt, 

The driver, Benjamin Edwards, was ar- 
rested and held in bonds of $5,000 to appear 
for a hearing this morning. It is said the 
baby will recover. 


Car Suddenly Appears. 

The first sight that the women caught 
of. the car was when it was almost upon 
them. They screamed in sudden fright and 
stepped back, leaving the baby carriage in 
its path. Luckily the wheels did not strike 
it. The “ hood ”’ overturned the cart, throw- 
ing the infant to the ground, and crushing 
the framework against it. After going An- 
other foot or two the car was stopped. Had 
it run two feet more the baby would have 
been crushed under the wheels. After the 
car was stopped the driver dismounted to 
help disentangle his victim from the wreck 
of the little carriage. Holding the baby in 
his arms he went to the mother, who had 
fallen against a tree, almost fainting, and 
attempted. to console her. 


Mother Thinks Child Dead. 

She refused to believe that her child was 
not dead until he opened his eyes and looked 
at her asifin pain. Then, sobbing, she was 
helped into another automobile, the occu- 
pants of which had offered their assistance, 
and was taken to her home. Dr. John 
Reicher, 2369 Indiana avenue, was called, 
and, upon first examination, pronounced the 
child's injuries so serious that there was 
but slight chance for He. 

Later in the evening he again attended 
the boy, and, finding that the chiid had been 
resting well, said that it probably would live. 
There were bruises about his chest and ab- 
domen, but none of them was severe. A 
slight difficulty in breathing, the doctor 
thought, indicated some hemorrhage of the 
lungs, which would not prove fatal. The 


mother was hystericalin heranxiety. In her 
excitement she declared that the automobile 
had dashed upon them at full speed and that 
her sister and baby both had been ground 
beneath the wheels. 

Neither of the women was much hurt, how- 
ever. 

The car was one of those belonging to the 
Apperson Bros.’ garage, 804 Wabash avenue. 
The chauffeur, who te a brother of the Chi- 
cago manager of the company, was accom- 
panied by two employés of the repair shop. 
The trio had taken out the machine to test 
new transmission gear which had been put 
in it. 

George Campbell, a South Park policeman, 
witnessed the accident and arrested Ead- 
wards, taking him to the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue station, where he was held until evening 
and then released upon bonds signed by Wal- 
ter Faraday for the Metropolitan Surety 
company. The charge entered was assau!t 
with intent to kill. Immediately upon his re- 
lease he went with Sidney 8. Gorham, at- 
torney for the Chicago Automobile club, who 
had been engaged as his counsel, to the home 
of Mrs. McDermott to inquire after the 
baby’s condition. 


Edwards Just from Kokomo. 

Edwards recently came to Chicago from 
Kokomo, Ind., where he was empid@red in the 
Apperson factory. While thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the making of machines, he 
has had but little experience in managing 
them, and this was one of his first attempts 
on Chicago streets, His explanation of the 
wild career of the machine was that he had 
turned sharply to avoid a collision and was 
unable to steer the car back into the roadway. 

Park Policeman Campbell told Lieut. Will 
lam Walsh at the Cottage Grove station that 
Edwards had not been exceeding the spe. d 
limit. The lieutenant was puzzled for a 
time as to what charge to bring against 
him,, but finally brought that of.’ assault 
with intent to kill.“ He said that the hear+ 
ing this morning probably will be continucd 
until the full extent of the victim's injuries 
ie Known and until Mrs. McDermott Is able 
to appear it in court.

GONE TO DIVORCED MOTHER? 


Oak Park Lads Saved from Man Who 
Offered Candy. 


Hazel Powers, 4 years old, was kidnaped 
early yesterday afternoon by, a man who 
enticed her from the neighborhood of the 
residence of her father, E. W. Powers, 564° 
Ontario street, Austin. The stranger in- 
duced her to go with him by giving her can- 
dy. 

An hour later an attempt was made by 
a man to kidnap the two little sone of Mrs. 
O. J. Jennison, 911 North Lombard avenue. 
Oak Park, a few blocks west of Mr. Powers’ 
house. He promised them candy, and they 
were about to go with him when workmen 
compelled him to flee. 

Mr. Powers told the police last evening 
when he reported the matter that he believed 
his divorced wife to be responsible for the 
disappearance of his daughter. 

The coincidence of thie kidnaping case witb 
the Jennison attempt stirred the police of 
the western suburbs.

Pre-election “Wide Openness” 


LENITY DUE TO POLITICS. 
Bars in Wards of I. M. O. Candi- 
dates Violate the Law with 
Impunit\ 


The pre#lection condition of “ wide open- 
ness became more pronounced yesterday in 
all the levee warde of the city where the 
saloon and gambling element can be of serv- 
lee to I. M. O. aldermanic candidates. The 
word was spread broadcast that a loosened 
ua was to be the order of things at least until 
after next Tuesday. 

With the Second ward, under the skillful 
leadership of I. M. O. Perrigo, thrown open 
as it has not deen in months, and the First 
ward, with some discretion, a close second, 
the tenor of the administration’s practical 
politics is supposed to be demonstrated. 

Among the wise men of the underworld 
in these two wards was one who spoke frank- 
ly about the conditions. He said: 


people want us to. They are here for another 
year anyway. We have got to live now, and 
we can do it by placing the votee right.” 

Thatis a sample of levee philosophy, carried 
out with more or less accuracy in every dis- 
trict where the loose lid is a factor that cannot 
be denied. 


Gambling in City’s Center. 

Gambling is flourishing downtown and In 
the Twenty-first and Eighteenth wards. The 
“hotels” of the loop have ceased their 
watchfulness. Saloons are growing care- 
less about shutting up at 1 o'clock; that is, 
if the saloonkeeper ts friendly to the I. M. O. 
candidates, 

Ald. Kenna's saloon in Clark street, known 
as the Workingman's Exchange,“ openly 
violated the law by opening at a. m. or 
earlier and dishing out beer to the voters. 
Everything O. K. d by Perrigo, the I. M. O. 
candidate in the Second ward, is safe.“ 
In the Nineteenth ward, where Simon O' Don- 
nell carries the administration banner. things 
are run with a flimsy attempt at obeying 
the law. In the stockyards conditions are 
wide open. 

Chief Collins and Mayor Dunne assert they 
have no knowledge of any leniency shown to 
the saloons and the mayor laughed at the 
report that the law is violated in wards where 
municipal ownership candidates .are run- 
ning. The levee people themselves do not 
claim the mayor is possessed of persona! 
knowledge of their doings. 

“I saw the chief this morning and asked 
him about this, said the mayor. The lid 
is not off, or if it is I know nothing about it. 
My instructions have been strict and I am 
sure Chief Collins is carrying them out.” 

Chief Collins says when he gets an affi- 
davit that these things are so he will look 
into it. 


Many Handbooks Are Running. 

The gambling situation ts illustrative of the 
condition in the First ward. There are from 
seventy-five to one hundred handbooks run- 
ning, and several of the poker combinations 
put out of business by the activity of south 
side constables a few weeks ago have con- 
solidated and found safe places. 

Cohen, Wyscopp, and Harrison, well known 
gamblers, have combined in a poker game 
at the Midland hotel, said to be under the 
protection of Ald. Coughlin, another ardent 
I. M. O. worker, who is playing practical 
politics. “Tony ’’ Hines, H. Dinkman, and 
Hanson, formerly of 14 Custom House place, 
now run an open poker game at 47 Clark 
street. They are known as Tom McGinnis’ 
men. 

** Mushmouth Johnson, who has been put 
out of business times innumerable, is con- 
ducting a crap game for negroes at 464 
State street. Brown, a negro, is at the door, 
Dan McGowan is in charge inside. The 
poker men who ran games at the Veley and 
Windsor-Clifton hotels, raided by constables, 
who found forty decks of marked cards in 
the outfit, now are running in the Twenty- 
first ward, at 44 North Clark street. In this 
combination are Edward Wade, Pierre Marx, 
Doe Raphael, and Charles Felt—all Me- 
Ginnis men. , 


„Steerers“ Are Working Openly. 

The old Dearborn-Vanderbilt club combt- 
nation, which took refuge tn the Sherman 
house after it was driven from its places, now 
fs running at Bishop court and West Madison 
street, in the Eighteenth ward. The men in 
this are Charles Kirt, Lou Vogel, Max Vogel, 
Big Steve, Billy Barry, and Edward 
Springer. They havesix or seven steerers ”’ 
in the downtown district, and the gang at 44 
North Clark street has eight “ steerers ” 
who have been seen at work in the last few 
days. 

From this evidence it Is apparent that I. 
M. O. is implanted in the Eighteenth and 
Twenty-first wards, and that the opposing 
candidates will be defeated if saloons and 
gambling run free can do it. 


Mont Tennes Resumes Sway. 

Of the seventy-five handbook places the 
most open is that conducted at 123 Clark 
street by Mont Tennes, the north side gam- 
bling king. Anyone can walk in there and 
place a bet. Other handbooks are run at 
Dale’s hotel, the Imperial hotel, in a barber 
| shop back of 327 Wabash avenue, in room 51 
at 119 La Salle street, and 199 South Clark 
street. 

At 157 Clark street there is a handbook, 
as there also is over Pat O’Malley’s saloon 
at Polk and Clark streets. A poker game ts 
run there also by George Little. At Twenty- 
first street and Wabash avenue twelve books 
are run in the saloon of Rafferty & Munter, 
good I. M. O. adherents. 


„Workingmen's Exchange” Busy. 

The Workingmen’s Exchange in Clark 
street was a busy place at 4 a. m. yesterday. 
For half an hour previous to that moment 
the straggling voters of the First ward nad 
been stumbling down the lodging house steps 
and forming into line, which soon extended 
half a block down the street—a line of shift- 
ing, ragged men, enlisted to the banner of 
municipal ownership without any qualifica- 
tions. No questions of the wisdom of $75,- 
000,000 Mueller certificates. bothered them. 
The town was alive again. There was some- 
thing doing. \ 

The general tendency, not only at Ald. 
Kenna's place but throughout the downtown 
district, is to shorten up the hours of saloon 
closings. 

The saloonkeepers apparently have forgot- 
ten already the orders“ issued a month ago 
by Chief Collins that saloons not only must 
close at 1 o'clock, but must remain closed 
until 8 a. m. The “fashionable” hour for 
opening is said now to be 3:40 for those piaces 
which shut tight at 1 a. m. 


Nineteenth Ward Wide Open. 

In the Nineteenth ward, where the ad- 
ministration is engaged in a desperate effort 
to land Simon O'Donnell, the labor union 
and municipal ownership candidate,“ in the 
city council, the wide open conditions 
supposed to be popular with a “ cosmopoll- 
tan population, were distinctly prevalent 
last night. 

Gambling was rife, particularly in the 
Greek coffee houses along Halsted street, 
most of which have now learned the drawing 
powers of score cards and general sport- 
ing information. Hand books and polity, 
the poor man’s game,“ are reported to 
have crept back into the ward despite the 
efforts of the Citizens’ association to stamp 
them out.

TO STATE’S ATTORNEY. 


SEND PRTTPIONS IN HASTE 


DEMOCRATIC ASPIRANTS FOR 
OFFICE PROVE TO BE ALERT. | 


Democratic Aldermanic Nominee in 
Nineteenth Ward Declares He Will 
Prove Himself Innocent of Charges 
Made in Grand Jury's Bill—Mayor 
Dunne Speake in His Behaif at 
Evening Meeting—Ahern and Bow- 
ler Also Address Voters.

Goaded by the political capital which his 
opponents have been making out of his in- 
dictment on charges involving graft,” 
Simon O'Donnell, candidate for alderman in 
the Nineteenth ward, served notice upon 
State’s Attorney Healy yesterday demand- 
ing an immediate trial. 

According to the records, this demand 
might have been complied with months ago. 
O'Donnell was-indicted in September, . 1905, 
on the charge of having made threats against 
the employés of William Downs, a plumber, 
unless they struck work. A check for $200, 
indorsed with O’Donnell’s signature, is said 
to have figured in the evidence submitted to 
the grand jury. 

O'Donnell rook a change of venue from 
Judge Tuthill and since them has secured 
continuances. In his written statement to 
State's Attorney Healy he declares he will 
produce an affidavit from Downs himself de- 
claring that O’Donnell’s presence in the case 
was a mistake. 

The case will be placed upon the calendar 
at once, but can hardly be reached before 
election. Two of O’Donnell’s fellow officials 
in the plumbers’ union are involved, Thomas 
Carney and James Garvin, 


Defended by Federation Head. 

John J. Fitzpatrick, president of the fed- 
eration of labor, defended O’Donneil’s rec- 
ord last night at a massmeeting in Yon- 
dorf’s hall, Van Buren and Halsted streets. 

O'Donnell has been accused of crime,’’ 
he said. What of it? If Simon were a 
millionaire would he be in trouble? Not 
much. But when a poor devil who has to 
work for a living runs crosswise with the 
law they make him suffer for it every time.“ 

Mayor Dunne might have looked askance 
had he heard that line of reasoning, but he 
did not arrive until later. Then he contented 
himself with a eulogy of O’Donnell’s father, 
formerly chief of police. 


Mayor Talks for O'Donnell. 
„When I recall his bluff old sire,” said the 
mayor, “I feel satiefied that Simon O' Don- 
neli’s word is good and that we may depend 
upon him to carry out his pledge for mu- 
nicipal ownership. I see no reason for an- 
other municipal ownership movement in this 
ward.“

would be tumbling over themselves to get 
them and pleaded for municipal operation 
on the ground that Toronto ard other cities, 
which owned but did not operate, found 
themselves in constant Mtigation. 


Bowler Has Large Meeting. 
James B. Bowler, the independent candi- 
date, held a large massmeeting in the even- 
ing at his headquarters, 250 Halsted street.

Ahern Pleased with Outlook. 

James Ahern, the republican candidate, fs 
making an industrious house to house can- 
vass, and he declares himself more and more 
confident of success. A nonpartisan backing 
of local business men, coupled with the dis- 
sensions in the I. M. O, ranks, makes his 
chances much brighter then they ordinarily 
would be in a ward of such an unvarying 
democratic record. 

“Iam gaining steadily,’’ said Mr. Ahern, 
and have reason to think that I shall poll 
at least 2,000 republican votes and at least

Democratic petitions for places on the con- 
gressional and state legislative primary bal- 
lots were rushed to Springfield last night by 
messenger to comply with Secretary of State 
Rose’s demand for the papers by tomorrow. 
The law is interpreted as being perfectly 
plain that the candidates have until April 
2 to file, but the democrats decided to take 
no chances with petitions in which they are 
particularly interested. 

One of these is the petition of Edward J. 
Kelly, candidate for congress from the 
Fourth district. Mr. Kelly was a democratic 
candidate for a three year term on the drain- 
age board last fall. If he secures the demo- 
cratic nomination for congress in this dis- 
trict he will oppose Congressman Charles 8. 
Wharton, the republican who was elected in 
the landslide of 1904. 

‘The district is democratic normally and 
the prospects for democratic success have 
brought out two candidates already for the 
democratic nomination. J. T. McDermott 
will oppose Kelly in the primaries. 


Precautions Appear Unnecessary. 

The extraordinary precautions taken by 
the democrats to get these petitions 20 
Springtield by tomorrow seem to have been 
superfluous. The local election officials as- 
sert that the law is entirely plain in giving 
the candidates until April 3 and so advised 
inquirers who came to them. 

Thomas Gallagher, who will oppose Pres- 
ton Harrison in the Eighth district primaries, 
was one of the candidates who decided to 
stand by the local interpretation of the law 
and take more time in the preparation of his 
papers. Inquiry was made of the state office 
by telephone as to the meaning of the no- 
tice sent out to have all petitions in by March 
28 and the reply was that it was a request 
and not an order, the secretary of state say- 
ing that there would he an overflow of papers 
coming in late.

No time is specified for the filing 
of congressional and legislative petitions 
with the secretary of state, but inferentially 
the law may be taken to mean that they 
must be filed with the secretary by April 3, 
the limit for filing with the county clerk, 
The petitions for United States senator mret 
be filed thirty days before the primaries. 
So must the petitions for governor. The 
law epecifies only these two.“

OPENS OFFICE TO SELL STOLEN 
BONDS WORTH $300,000. 


Caretaker Who Burgiarized Home of 
Minneapolis, Minn., Surgeon Loots 
Safe Deposit Vault, Disposes of Se- 
ecurities, and Escapes—Police Baf- 
fied by Audacity Which Sets New 
Record Mark for Criminal Daring— 
No Trace of Papers Can Be Found. 
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Minneapolis, Minn., March 27.—[Special.}— 


The entire police force of Minneapolis is 
engaged in a hunt for a thief who robbed 
a safe deposit vault of securities valued at 
$300,000, then opened a brokerage office in 
the heart of the city, and cold his plunder. 
This ie the sequel to the ourglary of Dr. 
Joseph Pinauit's home “while he was absent 
from the city some weeks ago. According 
to the police the burglary and the theft of 
the securities was the work of Thomas J. 
Wainwright, who was employed as a care- 
taker by Dr. Pinault and has disappeared. 


Forges Order on Trust Company. 

When the burglary was first reported it 
was believed that silver plate valued at $10,- 
000 was the extent of Dr. Pinault’s loss. He 
discovered today, however, that securities 
valued at $800,000 had been secured through 
a forged order presented to the trust com- 
pany. By means of this order the key of the 
safe deposit vault was obtained. 

This was done while Dr. Pinault was still 
out of town. About the same time a broker 
under the name of P. J. Bartlett opened 
a brokerage office in the heart of the busi- 
ness district. The office was opem for busi- 
ness nearly two weeks. Then P. J. Bart- 
lett ’’ disappeared. 


‘Broker and Burglar the Same. 


Chief of Police Doyle says he is convinced 
that Bartlett and Wainwright are the same, 
and that in the two weeks the brokerage 
office was running Wainwright disposed of 
nearly all the securities obtained from the 
safe deposit vault. 

Diligent search is being made for the pur- 
chasers of thesecuritfes. Dr. Pinault stated 
today that some of them are not negotiable 
and that those who purchased these non- 
negotiable securities have been victimized as 
well as himself. 

Up to tonight every effort to trace the se- 
curities had failed. Nor had any trace been 
secured of Wainwright or the bogus broker. 


TAKE MINERS’ MURDER AGENT 
TO FIND PROOF OF CRIME. 


Steve Adams Escorted from Prison to 
Pocatello, Idaho, to Find “Greek 
Fire“ He Buried Three Years Ago. 


Boise, Idaho, March 27.—Stephen Adams, 
one of the men who have confessed regarding 
their connection with crimes in Colorado and

LONDON, March 27.—The earl of Granard, 
in behalf of tne board of tradé, replied in 
the house of lords today to the earl of Onslow, 
who asked the government whether, in view 
of the disclosures made regarding certain 
American insurance companies, it intended 
to compel foreign companies doing business 
in Great Britain to keep in this country a 
sufficient proportion of their securities to 
cover the claims of British policy holders. 

The earl of Granard said that the sugges- 
tion of a guarantee to policy holders on the 
part of foreign insurance companies was 
not unreasonable. The government had care-

New York, March 27. —[{Special. j—Delancey 
Nicoll, speaking tonight at a = of the 
Democratic club and speaking not as an in- 
dividual, but, as he was careful to explair., 
as vice chairman of the democratic national 
committee, charged William R. Hearst with 
being a traitor to the democratic party and 
dishonorable. 

Nicoll’s speech was of the sensational kind

national committee in 1904, said he did no. 
want the company to think Nicoll was speak- 
ing for any one but himself. Belmont asked 
the company to vote whether or not they 
indorsed the views which Nicoll had ex- 
pressed. There was not a negative vote. 

For over half in hour Nicoll had been speak- 
ing in a light vein of 
helping to run the 
quarters in 1904, when he switched suddenly 
with a harshness of tone and bearing that 
at once attracted attention. 


» Accuses Hearst of Treachery. 


He said: 

“In the magnificent headquarters we had 
in there one bureau ‘which sneaked in upon 
us on plausible pretenses. This bureau occu- 
pied the fourth floor of our building, and it 
had spacious rooms without paying for them. 
This crowd hung out its banner from the 
front of our national headquarters, partook 
of our favors on the pretense of friendship, 
and afterward turned round and stabbed the 
man it was supposed to be working for. 

“T am speaking of the Hearst crowd. 
Hearst and hie man Ihmsen came to me 
and asked for space to open up quarters in 
our place. I gave them.the best we had. 
They had the use of all the campaigning 
facilities of national headquarters, and then 
afterwards they turned round and struck a 
knife into the back of the candidate of the 
democratic party and tried all they could to 
help beat us. 

Gentlemen, I don't want you when future 
issues come up to forget epee a gross act of 
treachery as this. 


Applauds Action of Bryan. 


“I want for a moment to contrast the 
treacherous behavior of Hearst and the rec- 
ord of . ryan. My experiences in that cam- 
paign proved to me that Bryan isa true dem- 
ocrat, while Hearst ig a false demiocrat. I 
don’t mind telling you now that at that con- 
vention, when the name of Parker was 
brought forward Bryan said to me that we 
were advocating the nomination of a demo- 
crat who, to his mind, was too conservative. 

“He said he was against that nomination. 
But once the nomination was made Bryan 
undertook to speak to his great constituency 
for Judge Parker, not only did he do so, but 
he worked in every possible way for the inter- 
ests of the candidate of the convention. I 
want tonight to give my testimony to honor 
Bryan as a democrat and as a loyal party 
man. 

“The difference I have told you between 
Bryan and Hearst is the difference between 


an honorable man and a dishonorable man 


and a scoundrel. * 


Hearst Here; Not to Speak. 

The efforts of the municipal ownership ad- 
visory committee to bring Wiliam Randolph 
Hearst into the aldermanic campaign have 
been unproductive of results. Mr. Hearst was 
in Chicago yesterday and he denied that he 
proposed to make any speeches or that he 
would finance ide municipal ownership 
cause here. j 

Ths latter denial came to a story that he 
hed donated $20,000 to the advancement of 
municipal ownership in the coming election. 
Mr. Hearst declared himself for municipal 
ownership as strongly as heretofore, but 
said that he would be busy with his private 
affairs. 

“I shall not make any speeches in Chica- 
go, said he. “I am heré on personal busi- 
ness and shall return to New York tomorrow 
night.” 


WARRANTS FOR FOUR MORE

Pittsburg, Pa.,.March 27.—Despite denials 
by government Officials, it is certain war- 
rants have been issued for four other per- 
sons in connection with the coHapse of the 
Enterprise National bank last October.

Twins Who Felt They Could Write Great 
Book on Murder Take Lives to Ex- 
perience Sensation. 


March 27.—[Special.}]—Lee 
Watts and his twin brother “Cub” are it 
jail here, charged with the unprovoked mur- 
der of three men, and are thoroughly pleased 
with their situation.

by Lee Watts two days later at a public gath- 
ering. Eye witnesses say that there was no 
provoéation in either case. 

The Watts boys have been well educated 
and think they have literary talent. They 
are great readers and frequently have said 
that they intend to write a novel of realism. 
Their friends think their minds have been 
turned and a plea of insanfty will be made 
when they are put on trial.

BAR PRIMARY 0 BE LAST 


LAWYERS DECIDE WHEN TO PICK 
CANDIDATES FOR BENCH. 


After Regular ‘Party Nominations for 
Municipal Court Judges Are Made 
Attorneys Will Select Men They 
Think the Best—Agreed by Both 
Political Organizations That No 
Justices Need Apply tor Any of the 
New Positions. : 


At a meeting of the managers of the Chi- 
cago Bar association it was decided to hold 
the bar primaries for municipal court judges 
after the regular party nominations have 
been made. Three propositions bearing on 
this question had been offered. One was 
that the recommendations should be made 
before the primaries; another that an inde- 
pendent ticket be recommended, and the 
third that no action be taken until the reg- 
ular parties had acted. 


Text of Resolutions. 


It was decided to adopt the last plan, and 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“ Whereas, The municipal court which is 
created by recent statute calls fort the elec- 
tion of twenty-eight judges within the city 
of Chicago, and 

“ Whereas, Political conventions soon ara 
to be held for the purpose of making nomi- 
nations for said judgeships, and 

* Whereas, The personnel of said court will 
determine largely the administration of jus- 
tice in this city for years to came and there- 
fore is a matter of great moment to the pub- 
lic at large as well as to the Chicago bar, 

Resolved, That the board of managers 
does hereby declare that the public welfare 
demands that such judges should be law- 
vers of recognized integrity, ability, and 
standing dt the bar, and 

Resolved, That it is“ deemed inexpedient 
for the association to make recommendations 
at this time as to the candidates for nomina- 
tion.” N 

The bar association will send representa- 
tiveatives to the conference which is being 
arranged by the Civic federation to discuss 
methods of bringing about the nomination 
of high class men. A call for this confer- 
ence has been issued.and a time and place 
for meeting. will be announced -shortly. 


Present Justices Out Out. 


It has been. agreed by both party organ- 
igations that no justices of the peace or 
police magistrates shall be nominated. This 
agreement cuts short several brisk cam- 
paigns which had been opened by justices 
desiring to secure placés on the municipal 
court bench, Jt is recognized by both par- 
thes that a number of fit men could be found 
among the present justices’ but aleo that 
many more unfit would seek nomination. 

State Representative John P. McGoorty, 
democrat, who has been considering an- 
nouncing his candidacy for the municipal 
court bench, has reconsidered and an- 
nounctes-that he will stand for re@lection to 
the state legislature instead.

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House Committee Finds Weaknesses in’ 
Bill Introduced by Townsend in Be- 
half of Bankers’ Association. 


Washington, D. C., March 27,—[Special.]— 
The house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce today Hored holes in the bill 
to provide for negotiable uniform bills of 
lading, which had been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Townsend in behalf of the Amer- 
jean Bankers’ association. Although the 
hearing developed that bankers loan $2,500,- 
000,000 annually on bills of lading, which are 
negotiable, the committee found the Town- 
send provided no adequate protection for 
the shippers and railroads. It was decided, 
therefore, to postpone consideration of the 
matter until April 24, and in the meantime 
a committee of shippers, railroads, and 
bankers will meet to perfect a measure that 
will take care of the interests of all. 

Chicago and the middie west peculiarly are 
interested in this matter, though it affects 
also the entire country, as much if not more 
than the railroad rate legislation. About a 
year and a half ago the nailroads promul- 
gated an order putting into effect a new 
uniform classification for bills of lading 
which should prevail in the territory east of 
the Mississippi and north of the Ohio rivers.

One sacred edifice in France has escaped 
the invasion of the authorities for the pur- 


pose of taking inventories of the treasures 


ordered by the government, or, rather, I 
should say, by the national legislature. The 
church in question is that of the Cordeliers, 
that is to say, of the Franciscans, at Nancy. 
This church and the buildings connected 
with it belong to the emperor of Austria, 
and, by virtue of a treaty concluded in 1729, 
they are just as much Austrian property and 
possessed of identically the same extrater- 
ritorial privileges as if they formed part and 
parcel of the Austrian embassy at Paris. 
Lorraine, it may be remembered, passed 
into the possession of France in 1729, when 
Francis Stephen, the last reigning duke of 
Lorraine and husband of Empress Maria 
Theresa of Austria, surrendered the duchy 
to France in exchange for the grand duchy 
of Tuscany, which from’ that time forth 
became a possession of the house of Haps- 
burg-Lorraine, which it retained until forty- 
six years ago, when it was annexed to the 
dominions of the crown of Italy. 

According to the terms of this treaty of 
exchange of 1729 it was expressly stipulated 
that the Franciscan church at Nancy, in 
which most of the dukes and duchesses of 
Lorraine are entombed, should remain in 
possession of the house of Hapsburg-Lor-

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WISCONSIN STUDENTS SHOW 
WRATH AT FOOTBALL RULING. 


| Recommendation of Faculty to Abolish 
Game for One Year Leads to Demon- 
stration. 


Madison, Wis., March 27.—([Special.}—Two 
thousand Wiscon 
garbed in white nightshirts and armed with 
revolvers, paraded the streets tonight shout- 
ing their disapproval of the faculty commit- 
tee’s action in abolishing football for a year. 
A huge bonfire was lighted.on the lower cam- 
pus, where the effigy of Prof. F. E. Turner 
was burned amid hoigterous hurrahs. 

In front of the gymnasium a stuffe@dummy 
representing Prof. D. C. Munro was hanged 
from a tree and burned. The parade was 
started on Mendota court in the fraternity 
section by twenty students brandishing re- 
volvers and shotguns. In fifteen minutes 
practicaily the entire student body was m 
Une, shouting: 

Death to the faculty who abolished foot- 
ball.“ 

The first stopping place was Prof. F. E. 
Turner’s home. 

re When can we have football?” was shout- 
e 

When you can have a clean game,” he 
replied. ‘It has been so rotten for the last 
ten years that it is impossible to purge it.“ 

Prof, Turner’s words were met with hisses 
and shouts of Put him in the lake. Prot. 
C. S. Slichter refused to make an appearance. 
At Dean Birge’s house the dean said: 

J understand the sentiments of this crowd 
to be for football. I shall convey those sen- 
timents to the faculty at the next meeting.” 

The mob then marched around the town 
gathering up wooden sidewalks, fences, and 
other burnable material The fire department 
was called out to extinguish Prof. Turner’s 
effigy as the flames enveloped it. 

The recommendation of the faculty com- 
mittee on athletics, made public today, ad- 
vises the abolition of foctball at Wisconsin 
for a period of one year. This decision was 


mittee with the board of directors of the Ath- 
letic association, and was agreed to unani- 
mously. It also was decided to allow th 
continuance of track athletics, baseball, an 
crew work, providing these sports are self- 
supporting. 

The resolution abolishing football was in- 
troduced by Dean E. A. Birge, who up to this 
time has championed the football cause. 
Dean Birge also introduced a resolution for 
the adoption of the conference rules. The re- 
port of the committee will be formally pre- 
sented to the faculty as soon as President 
Vanhise returns from his western trip. 

For all practical purposes, however, football 
is now abolished, as the report will be ac- 
cepted without a dissenting vote. It is said 
the recent action of Northwestern university 
precipitated the abolition of football at Wis- 
consin. Many of the faculty felt that the 
honor of the institution could tolerate delay 
no longer. 

It is the general opinion that the suspension 
of football will mean the abolition of all other 
forms of athletic sports, despite the nominal 
sanction which the faculty gave to the others 
A crew man sald: It is simply impossible 
for our crew to compete at Poughkeepsie 
without aid from the footballteam. The fac- 
ulty’s action simply means that we will either 
abolish intercollegiate crew races or form a 
western rowing association.” 

A member of the track team said: “’ I do not 
see why the faculty did not cut off track ath- 
letics at the same time they abolished foot- 
ball. Everybody knows that the track team 
depends for its support on football. Our 
prospects for a track team without money to 
back it up are mighty poor.“

NORTHWESTERN OFFICIAL 
TELLS OF FREIGHT RATES. 


Hearing at St. Paul Distloses Compari- 
sons Between Proposed Terminal 
Tariff and That of Other States. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 27.—O. C. Johnson, 
general agent of the traffic department of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad, gave 
his version of the railroad rate problem be- 
fore the state railroad and warehouse com- 
mission at the state capitol today. Mr. John- 
son, whose headquarters are at Winona, 
buttressed his testimony with an abundance 
of statistics. 

The witness was asked how the proposed 
terminal rates compared with the rates in 
force In other states. He said these rates 


were 16 per cent above the Iowa rates; 3 


per cent less than the Illinois rates; 


25 per 
cent less than Michigan; 15 per cent less 
than Wisconein, and 26 per cent less than 
South Dakota. 

lowa, he said, was the only state which had 
a distance tariff less than the proposed tar- 
iff. On the short haul the Iowa distance 
tariff was 4 per cent less than the Chicago 
and Northwestern tariff: The lowa distance 
tariff was about 81 per cent less than the 
St. Paul terminal tariff. 


‘Btatistics were offered to show that out

FIRST SUIT UNDER LAW.

Defendants Liable toa Fine of 


$20,000 if They Are 
Found Guilty.

Philadelphia, Pa., March 27.—Members of 
the ff R. D. Wood & Co., iron manufac- 
turers with plants at Florence, N. J., and 
maus, Pa., were placed on trial in the Unit - 
ed States court today cha with accepting 
rebates from the Great Northern railway 
company and the Mutual Transit company 
on shipments to Winnipeg. The amount of 
the rebates was 61.230. 

Indictments were found against Walter, 
Stuart, Richard, and George Wood, but at 
the opening of court today the indictments 
against the latter two were quashed, 

This is the first rebate case to come to 
trial in this state under the Elkins anti- 
rebate law. The defendants, if convicted, 
are Hable to a fine of $20,000. The Great 
Northern railway company, C. E. Campbell, 
its local agent; the Mutual Transit company, 
and L. W. Lake, New York agent for the 
Mutual company, are under indictment, 
charged with offering a rebate to the Wood 
company. 

Other Indictments Returned. 

The Mutual Transit company and Paul J. 
Diver, local agent for the company, are also 
under indictment, charged with offering a 
rebate to the National Hesence for Coffee 
company. It is expected that these cases 
will be brought to trial at the conclusion ' 
of the Wood case. 

George L. Roberts, assistant auditor of the 
interstate commerce commission, was the 
only Witness heard today. 

Counsel for Wood & Co. entered a demurrer 
and stated that no through, continuous tar- 
iff rate had been filed with the interstate 
commerce commission, and that it is lawful 
under the Elkins act to have a through rate 
which is less than the total of local rates. 
Counsel claimed that Wood & Co. had the 
right to accept a 44% cent rate because noth- 
ing conflicting with such a rate had been 
filed at Washington, and that the company 
had a further right to accept the tariff on 
the supposition that the railroad intended 
to file the rate at Washington. The court 
overruled this. 


Basis of Indictments. 


The rebate in the Wood case, it is charged, 
was given on a shipment of iron pipe ip 
October, 1904. The published rate was 40% 
cents a hundred pounds, but it is charged 
the firm obtained a rate of 44% cents. The 
full freight.rate was paid but it is charged 
that Wood & Co. afterwards received a re- 
bate of $1,230. 

The National Essence for Coffee company, 
It is alleged, received rebates on two ship- 
ments of essence from this city to Winni- 
peg. The rebate received was given, it is 
said, in the form of a reduction for cart- 
age from the company’s warehouse in this 
clty to the Reading freight station and 
amounted to less than $20.
